Not only in 
the United States did he thus exert himself to

From China 

The New York Times publishes au interesting 
series of letters from a gentleman attached to the 
Ameicaq legation in China, giving a history -of 
the allied and American expedition. The follow 
ing are the latest: 

Steamer Antelope, Takoo, ( 
May 19. lo58. \ 
Dr. Williams, Secretary of Legation, aud 
Tseen, Treasurer ot Pschele, met tor a discus- 
sion of amendments proposed in our treaty pre- 
paratory to a final revision bv our Minister aod 
the Imperial Commissioners." The last articles 
were under review when a messenger arrived with 
a note irom Mr. Reed, informing Dr. Williams 
that the allies had resolved to storm thr forts on 
to-morrow morning. Dr. W ., accordingly took 
leave merely agreeing to give notice when it 
might be convenient to have another Interview. 
Our negotiations are nearly completed, and if the 
threatened hostilities were only delayed for a few 
days we should have "the treatv of Takoo" on 
its way to Washington, with many improvements 
on that of Wanghae, and with that saving pro 
viso, that whatever privilege may hereafter be 
granted to any other nation shall ipso facta be 
conceded to us. A renewal of h stiiities by the 
allies, will, however, oblige us to renew our ne- 
gotiations at auother time and p<acc. aud perhaps 
too with another Board of Comui^ioners. But 
whatever amy be the result, our Minister is no 
longer liable to be charged with merely follow 
lug In the wake of the allitd arms. For while 
he has in the main agreed in policy with the re 
pieaentatives of the other Powers, he has vin- 
dicated his independence of judgment by differ 
iug irom Lord Elgin and Baroit Grot, as to the 
powers of the Imperial Commissioners, and com 
meucing negotiations in advance of them. In 
this the Russian Minister agrees with him; and 
both bad well nigh accomplished the object of 
their missions, when this startling announcement 
not only arrests the progress of their officers, but 
virtually nullifies what has been already done. 
Still, I cannot but think that the collision 
was inevitable, and what is more, indispensable 
to the right adj ustmeut of our relations with China. 
Nothing bui force will humble the pride or break 
down the prejudices of these conceited Asiatics. 
In the hi si war Ningpo and Sbanghae were oc- 
cupied by British troops, and in both those cities 
any well dres ed European may pass through the 
streets, not only free from insult, but everywhere 
treated with respect and deference. Fuchow was 
not even approached by the British troops, and 
the ransom ot Canton passed current for a success 
ful defense. The inhabitants of these places, 
and especially of the latter, have been distin 
guisbed for their insolent bearing, until the late 
bombardment, siuce which they have been ?eeu 
to doff their caps nbsequioualv to marines and 
blue jackets. 

May '20 — Those tongue doughty Mandarins 
who so lately boasted of their prowess, and 
warned us to retire from the river lest we should 
be involved in the destruction of the allies, are 
no looser to be 6een unless among the slain 
Last evening six steam guubcats entered the 
river towing twenty-one iauuehes filled with ma 
riues aud biue jackets. It was • guy pageant, 
aud such au oue as the dwellers on the Pel ho 
bad never witnessed. As the flotilla moved up 
to their position iu front of the batteries, I fully 
expected the Chinese batteries would open fire. 
But all continued quiet, and no harsher sound 
than the sailor's goug was beard to break the 
stillness o. the night. By early dawn the hum of 
activity began in the fleet, indicating prepara 
tion for the day's work. At5 o'clock Lord Elgin 
and Baron Gros sent in their last communication 
to the Commissioners, informing tbem that they 
had committed the prosecution of iheir claims to 
the miiitarv authorities, and at e o'clock the two 
Admirals summoned the torts to surrender with 
in two hours or abide the result of a bombard- 
meut. The Chinese, though not the bravest 
people in the world, never surrender. No mat 
lor to what extremity a garrison may be reduced, 
or bow le.irtul tb» odds against them, they are 
required to fight. Victory or death is the only 
alternative for the most responsible officers; and 
in case of defeat they must die in one of three 
ways. Thev must either fall in battle, commit 
suicide, or perish by the band of the executioner. 
In the first case tbey are deified, in the second 
their disgrace is expatiated, iu the last their nscies 
is infamous and their property confiscated — 
What wouUer then that iu o'clock should come 
aud bring no reply to the summons. At that 
hour the whole available squadron, consisting ot 
lour French and two English steamers, and 
eight English gunboats, weighed anchor and ap- 
proached the batteries. 

Her Britannic Majesty's steamer Cormorant, 
Captain Saumarez, led the van, and steamed 
boldly up between the batteries on either bank 
A succession ot flashes, running along the front 
oi the principal battery, lollowed by a long wav 
mg cloud ot smoke, aud a series of reports told 
that the great guns of the Ibi tress were pouricjf 
tneir contents on the dauntless vessel Silll she 
Steamed steadily on, while volley alter volley or 
round eboi, canister, and grape were poured 
around her, without returniog a shot, until with 
iu lour hundred yards of ouo fort and two hun 
dred of the other, when she commenced dealing 
out ber shell. Almost every shot took effect, 
and walls perforated, guns dismount* d, and 
heuses in conflagration attested their fearful 
energy. The other boats, as they came up, 
opened their fire, and were responded to by th«- 
batteries Tbe engagement was now general, 
and the fourteen steamers, exposed to the cross 
fire of above a hundred guns, the explosion of 
oombs aud the Congreve rockets describing their 
fiery arcs, constituted a spectacle of rare gran 
deur. Nor was that which Burke maintains to 
be a necessary element of the sublime altogether 
wanting. The Antelope lies tuirly within range, 
scanely three-quarters ol a mile from the near 
est battery. A great many 32 pounders dropped 
iu the water close to our starboard how, end the 
wbiE of an occasional shot, as it flew past us. 
made even veteran officers dodge their heads, 
aud admonished us that though we were not in the 
fi^ht we were net out of danger. 

The Chinese stood to their guns with a deg-ee 
of courage which proves that tbey wan? nothing 
but discipline to make good soldiers. Instead 
ot running as bad been predicted atter the first 
fire, they kept up a brisk cannonade for over an 
hour, and were completely silenced until after 
an hour more of bombardment. In fact, it was 
not the shell which silenced them, for the cen 
tral fort still continued to reply after scores of 
those terrible engines hud burst within iu walls; 
and it was not until the storming parties mount 
ed their batteries, and treated them to a volley 
of musketry, that th*v betook themaelves to 
flight.

There were, doubt 
less, additional companies of cavalry aud militia 
in the neighborhood; but the Chinese were prob 
auly trying to work ou the fears of their ene 
mies, when they reported their wnolc force at 
30,000. If they had been 100,000, however, the 
result of the day would not have been different, 
though the carnage would have been fearfully in 
creased. The allies must always be victorious 
where they can bring their floating batteries to 
bear. 

The brass guns taken from the various batter 
ies. fiity or sixty in all, are a valuable prize, aud 
worth between one and two hundred thousand 
dollars. Only two of the large ones were ou 
wheels, and a few of the lesser on pivots; tbe 
re*t were on immovable carriages some ot which 
were rotten with age. snd crushed by their weight 
—a xtrlking symbol of tbe uuwieldiness of tbl.* 
decaying empire. 

A blue-buttoned Mandarian of high rank was 
found dead, with his own sword drawn across his 
throat.

The Chinese have sent to ask a truce of three 
days, in order to communicate with the Court.—

The Aia in Town and Country— R. Augus 
Smith, an English gentleman, who has for sev 
eral years devoted attention to the condition of 
the air of towns, communicates to tbe London 
Athenssum the result of some of bis experiments 
for ascertaining the amount of organic matter 
contained in the air of various localities. The 
process by which this is accomplished consisu iu 
finding how much of a solution of permanganate 
of soda will be decomposed by the amount of air 
The process occupies about half an hour.
